O R D E R  

Little Sandy Packing Company (“Little Sandy”) filed a complaint with the 

Commission against Grayson Rural Electric Cooperative Corporation (“Grayson”) 

alleging that Grayson had wrongly denied it service and requesting that the Commission 

hold a formal hearing to investigate the matter. Finding that a non-attorney represents 

Little Sandy, we reject the tendered complaint. 

Little Sandy is a Kentucky corporation which purports to be organized pursuant to 

KRS Chapter 272.’ It appears to operate, or will operate, a company that slaughters 

and processes livestock.

On February 29, 2008, Walter Callihan, president of and registered agent for 

Little Sandy, filed a formal complaint with the Commission against Grayson. Mr. 

Callihan is not an attorney licensed to practice in Kentucky.2 

No person may engage in the practice of law in Kentucky without first obtaining a 

license to practice. The practice of law is: 

[Alny service rendered involving legal knowledge or legal 
advice, whether of representation, counsel or advocacy in or 
out of court, rendered in respect to the rights, duties, 
obligations, liabilities, or business relations of one requiring 
the services3 

It includes the representation of a corporation before a state administrative a g e n ~ y . ~  

As to its own proceedings, this Commission has adopted a similar position and 

has required that those representing the interests of others before us be licensed 

attorneys. In a previous case, the Commission ordered that: 

[Alny attorney who is not licensed to practice in the State of 
Kentucky and who seeks to represent a client or employer 
before this Commission must engage a member of the 
Kentucky Bar Ass~ciation.~ 

The directory of the Kentucky Bar Association does not list any licensed 
attorney with the name of “Walter Callihan.” - See http://www. kybar. org/

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It logically follows that if an unlicensed attorney may not represent a client before this 

Commission, neither may a layman. 

Based on the foregoing facts, the Commission finds that the complaint fails to 

comply with Kentucky law and cannot be accepted for filing. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

The complaint is rejected for filing. 

The Complainant shall have 15 days from the date of this Order to amend 

its complaint to ensure that it is signed by an attorney licensed to practice in the state of 

Kentucky. 

3. If Complainant has failed to file, within 15 days of the date of this Order, 

an amended complaint that conforms to this Order, this matter shall be closed and 

removed from the Commission’s docket.
